Where the Baby Gets His Blue Eyes 
From. 

Where baby gets his blue eyes from 
is said to have been discovered by 
Dr. H. Bryn, of Norway. 

After examining 834 persons, Dr. 
Bryn found that when all the par- 
ents and grandparents had blue eyes, 
all the children were blue-eyed, while 
when some of the grandparents’ eyes 
were brown, only about 90 out of 100 
of the children had blue eyes. 

If both parents had blue eyes only 
70 per cent. of the children had eyes 
of the same color, the remaining 25 
per_cent. being blue. If one parent 
was blue-eyed and the other brown- 
eyed, blue and brown eyes were 
equally divided among the children.
